BEGINNING TO GALLOP FAST AT JUAREZ. 



El Paso, Texas, November 17. — With the opening 
ot the winter meeting of the Jockey Club Juarez 
less than three weeks away, horsemen at Juarez 
are beginning to let their charges out and fast 
iiuarters and halves are the order. The horses of 
the western stables which arrived from Tijuana and 
Reiio are in better condition right now than those 
which just finislied hard campaigns in Kcntuck3' 
iu;d Panada. The greater number of trainers among 
the late arrivals will take it easy for a few days 
and then l>egin witli easj' work for a starter. Of 
all the horses shipped to Juarez this fall, there 
has lieen only one reported on the sick list. Tlie 
ailing one is in the H. Webb string. It is only a 
matter of a few’ d.ays at the Mexican track until 
vxondcrfnl improvement is noted in tlie Ixidily c<in- 
ilitimi ol all horses. The Wallhan.ser, Parker, Seek- 
ington, O’Poniiell and tJregg horses, which were 
among the advance guard, are in particularly good 
(-omlition at this early date and are going along 
promisingly. 

The stable of J. C. Ferriss headed the two-car 
sliipment fnira Detroit and Devonshire which re- 
cently arrived. There are nine in the stable, which 
inclinie also three brought early from Kentucky by 
W. 8. Trevey. In the string that came yesterday

NORTH STAR THIRD IN DEWHURST PLATE. 



AVhile Air. Maconilier’s ri*ceiit purchase North 
Star won the Middle Park Plate in gallant fashion, 
he had to Ik* content with third place in the Dew’- 
liurst Plate at the recent New’market Houghton 
ri<*eting. But he w’as not disgraced, carrj’ing 131 
IM'unds to 121 on the winner Telephus and 12G 
on the Atlidara, w’liich finished sectmd, of the race 
and its contestants W. Allison said in London 
Si>ortsm:in of the next da>': 

The great event of the day. the Dewliurst Plate, 
came off to a certain extent as I anticipated when 
-Vtlulara fairly and squarel.v ran North Star out of 
it, but the unexfiected happened W’licn Telephus 
just got up and lK*at the Bo<kliamptoii <-olt a sliort 
liead oil tlie iK)st. Of <*ourse. North Star w’as con- 
ceding six iHiiiiids to tlic second, whlcli lw*at liini 
three lengths, so that the.v are prolmbly about the 
same animal at ev»*n weights, and this just tallies 
witii the form of each measured tlirough Molly 
Desmond. Telephus is a fine, bloodlike half- 
biother to Alcjipo, and traces, therefore, to Blink 
Bonny. He has a rare forehand, with depth of 
fiirtli and well-laid shoulders, but his hocks are 
faulty, though the.v w’ill proliabi.v serve him as 
well as if thej’ had been of more orthdox formation. 
He mil his race out gamely, and he gives his sire, 
Spearmint, a nice lift among w'inning stallions. 
North Star pKiked even lK*tter todoy than he did 
wlien stripped for the Middle Park Plate, and 
Athdara has made mar’Ked improvement since he 
was last seen out. He was greatly farieied by 
the stable, and reallj’ it w’as a certainty, on the 
iKKik. that he would beat North Star at the weights, 
Tiie Verderer has also come on. but he is not 
quite in the first class, and never figured prom- 
ineiitl.v ill the race. Gadshill, liowever, which, 
like The Verderer, is a grandson of Glare, ran 
well indeed for a long w’ay and finished fourth. 
Diesden was last, and he may never have really 
recovered from the mysterious seizure which pre- 
vented his running on the Jul.v side. Otherwise, 
his Newbury defeat of Knntsford is quite inex- 
plicable. TiKlay’s race leaves the t\vo-5’ear-ohl 
form all in a heap, and it will be a puzzle indeed 
to di.soriminato niiioiig such a lot of more or less 
eciual colts and fillie.s when the three-year-old 
r.tces of next season come ou for cousiderutiou. 

In summing up the Dewliurst Plate form one has 
to remember that North 8tar dhl not get W’ell 
aw’ay, but ho did not lose nearly so mucli ground 
as was alleged. Indeed, Unlock puts it at no 
more than about a half length. It might have been 
all the iK'tter for Atlidara to Ik* in u similar case, 
for there is some of the Desmond old Adam in 
him, and lie wants a goofl df*al of humoring be- 
fon: lieing a.sked to go to the front. Moreover, 
though he staj’s well, he has not a second run in 
him if the first does not <iuite avail to get him 
home, and tlius, w’hcii he had put paid to Nortii 
Star today, he either could not or would not re- 
sist the challenge of Telephus. However, Athdara 
is in good hands, aud it w’ould not suprise me at 
all if he was to prove the best of all the three- 
year-old colts next season, for he has grow’n and 
developed splendily since he w’on at Lingfield in tlie 
spring. 



OLD ROSEBUD TO BE TBAINED AT JUAREZ. 



El Paso, Texas, November 17. — After lK*iiig turned 
cut for a year on the east Texas ranch of Wade 
McLemore the Keutuck.v Derby winner. Old Rosebud, 
has been taken up and will be shipped to Juarez. 
This grand racer will enter training when he ar- 
rives at Juarez. His owner, Frank Weir states 
the horse is again seemingly sound and will be 



started in several handicaps at Juarez next winter 
if he stands training. 

Old Rosebud luis not faced a barrier for over 
two .vears. He lireke down while running in tlie 
Withers Stakes at Belmont Park in 1914. He was 
leading Ids field ut the time of his niishao. 

Wade ^loLemore on whose farm Old Rosebud was 
turned out. is shipping eight of his own Iiorsc*s to 
Juarez. ()m» of these is a sister to the crack 
mare. Meadow. 

Corrigan & McKinney. Cleveland turfmen and 
owners of the Wickliffe Stud, are shipping a stable 
here from Louisville, according to a telegram re- 
ceived here last night.

Yesterday he closed all arrangements with the 
lliisine.ss Men’s Racing Association.

LATEST TURN AT NEW ORLEANS OF NO 
IMMEDIATE CONSEaUENCE. 



Racing Season Will Open January 1, in Conformity 
with Schedule Already Arranged — Little Fear 
Entertained Because of Gordon Suit. 



New Orleans, La., November 17. — Dr. George A. 
Macdiannid, president of the Business Men’s Rac- 
ing Association, in ansAver to the opponents of rac- 
ing here, who have seized uikui the Supreme Court 
ruling giving Miss Jean Gordon iK*rmission to ap- 
I)ly for a receiver, has given out the following 
statement: 

‘‘The decision of the Suiirome Court in the case of 
Miss Jean (Jordon against the Business Men’s Rac- 
ing Assoi’iation, incorporated. AA’as simplv on the 
question of t\A’o exceptions that Avere filer]. The 
court has ln*ld that the exceptions of no cause and 
no right of action are not aa'cII taken. 

‘‘Tilt* court dirl not pass upon the question of 
cstoppal, assigning as a reason therefore that the 
loAvcr <-ourt dirl not pass upon it. The attorneys 
of this assiK’iation advise that the exception of 
cstoppal is AA’cll taken, and application Avill Ik: 
I! a»te immediately for a n;lieariiig not only iqion the 
case as dceiiled, Init also upon the question of estop- 
pal. In all events, as the exception of estoppal will 
either N- rlisiMised of by the Supreme Court or 
the Civil District ('oiirt, the decision in nowise 
touches t’lc merits of tlie case. 

‘‘Our regular racing season Avill begin January 1 
and continue up to and including Mardri Gras day. 
Our sjstem of betting has obtained the stamp of 
ajiproval. and we have no doubt that if the merits 
of the <*ase arc CA’er reached, all courts Avill agree 
Avith this vieAv.”

Mr. McKinney aa’us greatly iniprcs.seil b.v the ap- 
pearance of the Avhole band collectiA’el.v, but frankl.v 
admitted he AV’as pretty sAveet on a couple of t’lcni*, 
one in particular being the big brown colt by Colin — 
Midge. Tliis strapping big one is a half-brother 
to Luke McLuke and Mida. He is as grand a 
looking j-earling as oue Avould Avish to see. ?.Ir. 
McKinne.v said that when they Avere receiving 
tlieir morning exercise, this awkward felloAV w’as 
outiooted by the quick, alert, smaller colts, but 
ivheii his «*xcrcisc bo.v shook him up. he Avent up 
to them like a shot and if nothing happens to 
lirevent it he may be one of the great turf stars 
of the eoming racing .season.

Davis’ former sheet writer, who testified that he 
had been ns.'iisting Davis, contended that lie was 
only taking bets from friends, which is permitted 
under the Ihav. This, district attorney Weeks 
proved to the Jury was otherwise. 

This is the first conviction in Nassau County for 
bookmaking. Davis was arrested at Belmont Park 
last spring.

to send iiH- the tollowing nete: 

In the “SiMirting Times” to«iay “Our Note 
in giving an account of the skeletons of famous rai-e- 
horses. mentions that of Eelinse as having been 
probably the first ever “set up.” and it goes on 
to say that from his death “till the thirties in the 
last century is a wide jump to find mention of 
another skeleton of a great rac*elioi*se, viz,, 'J'ouch- 
stone, which won the St. I.rf*ger in 1834.” The writer 
of the alH)ve (“V'igilanl” and “Tlie Wizard”) has. 
however, omitted Blacklock, foaled in 1814. of whose 
skeleton “The Dinid” had a goo<l deal to say in 
Iwth “Post and Paddock” and “Silk and Sc.arlct.” 
page 231. At the end of tlie former of these lj«H>ks 
a poetic allusiMii is made in liis “I.,ay of Dom-aster 
.MiMir,” as follows: 

‘I sj)ed ray way towards EI>or and viewed b» - 
fun* nightfall 

‘Tlie skeleton of Blacklock at Bishop Burton 
Hall; 

‘That symmetry and slashing size, that large, 
(siarse head. I wismi 

‘Have found their best reflection in that I..i‘ger 
trmnph. “The Queen,.” 

(“The Queen” is Queen of Trumps, whi<*h won the 
St. Leger. and was b.v Veimdiiede. a son of Black- 
lock. whicli she grcatl.v resemhleil. ) Well, the 
skeleton of “the mighty Bishop Burton brown.” as 
Blacklock was soinerimes designated, has recently 
been <-arefully renovated, and is now under glass, 
with .a suitable iiisi-rintion iletailing his own per- 
form.TiK‘es on the turf, aud the distinguished “line” 
desci*nded from liim. which included Velocipede, 
wiiicli I. and I daresay you also, frequentl.v heard 
John S<*ott descrilH* as liaviug Imhui “the b«*st horse 
he ever trained.” ami later on St. Simon, which I 
tliink you will agree with me, was the )>est horse 
we have ever seen. Pray make an.v use of this, as 
I really think Blaekloik ought not to be l«ft out. 

It v.oMd indeed b»* a sin of omission to leav»* 
out P.laeklock’s skeleton from an.v discussion of 
such a subject, and I nia.v say liere that it is in 
m.v opinion to lie regretted tiiat more skeb‘toiis of 
great liorses are not preserved at such pbices as 
Newmarket, Epsom, Maltoii, etc., as there is no 
horseman so experienced that he ma.v not occasion - 
all.v refresh his im mor.v with advantage b.v looking 
at the bones of a lu*rse. They never seem quite 
the same in liooks, I think the subject was first 
mooted througli the Duke of Portland’s kindl.v re- 
solve to send the skeleton of rarbiiie to Australia, 
where tlie great son of Musket earned his undying 
fame. It ma.v not lx* generall.v known that the 
skeleton of Trenton was sent there eight or nim* 
years ago. and is set up in the iiiuseuin at Mel- 
iMiurne, with a record of his inau.v triumphs. It 
will lx* only fitting that the two tx*st sons of Mus- 
ket should thus come together again at last. Iii- 
dlviduall.v they were two quite* different horses for 
Tn*iiton texik a great deal after his dam’s side of 
the famil.v, ami. like his maternal grandsire, Golds 
brough, was essentiall.v a sire of brooel mares 
rather than of stallions. On the* other haml, ('ar- 
biiie sired first rate stallions, one of whicli. Wal- 
lace, is right at the ton of the tree* in Australi;i, 
while Si>earinint, Wargrave, ami Fowlingpiece have 
all done well in England. 

Personally I am not without relics of Trenton, one 
of which is his skin, which makes a lM*:iutiful rug 
it is such a perfect color — and it lies under the 
billiard talde, wliere it can lx* seen but not trodden 
on. Tiieii. of course, tlit*re an* Ixxifs. ami. alasi how 
luKifs of favorite* liorses do accuiiiulate as the yeare 
pass on I It lx*<*oim*s quite a i>r<»l)lem how b<*st to 
deal with them, as one does not want so many 
inkstands. INxir old Pollar left only tliree hoofs 
that lould be kept. :iml they are set heel to heel, 
shainroek-wise. and makes the liase of a flower 
stand. Baliol’s luxifs support a “Paleudar;” old 
Petronel furnished inkstands, so did Trenton. There 
an* many others; but now practically all t!ie old 
stagers liave ilied off. and a horse like Javelin ought 
witli ordin:ir.v luck to live for many years. — W. Alli- 
son in I..oiidon Sportsman. 



ENGLISH HORSES WIN IN AUSTRALIA. 



Imported horses did well in Australia last season, 
but their record during the current one i>roniises 
to be even lietter. At the recent A, J. C. Spring 
MiH*ting tlie.v won a half dozen races. :ind in addi- 
tion recorded eight minor places; while at the V. 
.\. T. r. Meeting, which concluded on Saturday, 
they accounted for six races, including both weight 
for age events and the Caulfield Cup, the latter for 
the second time in succession. It is a ratlier re- 
markable fact that Quinologist. winner of the Me- 
tiopolitan. was a maiden prior to the commem*e- 
i:ient of the A. J. C. Spring Meeting, at which 
tJiat race was run; and Shepherd King’s first win 
either in Australia or Eiiglaml was in the t’aul- 
field Clip. There are now few Australian races of 
importance which have not lx*en won by English 
horses, and there is something more than a ixissi- 
bilit.v of Poseidon’s “two Cups” double being 
equalled by Shepherd King, which, it is reckom*d, 
will lx? oven Ijetter suited by two miles than a 
u>ile and a half. 

Some years ago a fair numlx*r of Australian 
liorses were taken to England witli a view to win- 
ning middle and long-<listances races, ami they 
did rather well, too. In India our liorses were re- 
garded as better sta.vers than the English, but in 
addition to tiiere lx*ing a change of opinion in timt 
country on tliis particular i>oint, English horses are 
now beating us on our own ground at all distances. 
Strang(*ly enough, they have done better against 
us in long than in short-distance handicaps, thereby 
upsetting the long-accepted idea that our horses 
uen* superior to tlieiii as stayers, though inferior 
as sprinters. English horses are now enrolled as 
winners of such handicaps as the Melbourne Sydney. 
Caulfield. Australian. Adelaide, ami Perth Cups 
ami Metropolitan; and though Australia’s principal 
long-distance weight for age race, the King’s Plate 
— until last year known as the Champion Stakes — 
has so far escaixnl them, next autumn may see 
that itK'liided among their successes. 

Several of those wliicli havi* distinguished them- 
selves in Australia were only moderate performers 
in Eiiglaml. ami in <*onsequeuce we often hear the 
qiier.v of “What would tlie lx*st do to our horses V” 
No doubt the.v would beat them liadl.v if they re- 
produced tlieir English form; but perhaps, after 
all, the margin lx*tween tlie best of the two coun- 
tries is not as great as suggested by the victories 
of some of the imported division. Change of 
i'limate lias lx*en resimnsible for marked improve- 
ment in some, and there is no doubt they would 
will fair races in England if tliey returned there 
and acted up to their Australian deeds. Still, 
the star of the imported division is undeniably in 
tlie ascendant, and, tiie way things are going, 
it hxiks as it will shortly be difficult to get a 
gixid price in Australia for an.v race horse not 
taggeil “ilade in England.” — Pilot in Sydney 
Referee.
